Racial Revival 

» The racial spirit of ‘the Chinese, 
though weak and to a certain ex- 
tent paralysed, nevér. died. among 
the maskes. When Dr. Sun Yat- 
sen raiséd the banner of racial re- 
volution, hundreds. of young men 
willingly laid down their lives for 
the cause. This was a sign of the 
racial—revival-of the Chinese. 

The movement ‘gradually gather- 
ed momentum and, in 1912,-public 
opinion. finally compelled the 
abdication of the Manchu throne. 

Although the Nationalist spirit 
did not unify the country until 17 
years later, it has always actéd ag 
an unseen force in the’ check of 
alien qppression. The historic 
northward sweep of the National- 
ist Army provides another evidence 
of the revival of martial spirit 
among the younger generation of 


the country. 


sThousands. upon thousands of 
China’s best youth perished will- 
ingly and bravely, because they 
believed that it was only by so 
doing that the nation could stand, 
There is no doubt that their hero- 
ism has produced profound effects 
upon the minds of Chinese. youths 
and will continue to do so until 
the lost spirit is fully recovered. 

Learn from Others 

The full recovery of the al 
spirit of the, race is still semote. 
It would take years to undo the 
downhill work of the centuries. A 
new morale has to eyelve and to 
permeate the length and breadth 
of the country. The physique of 
the race has to be improved and 
eugenics employed to. make a bet- 
ter race. Without the realisation 
of these fundamental changes, all 
armaments are useless in the hands 
of their users. | 

Thus it will be seen that the pos- 
session of the martial spirit is a 
pre-requisite to national strength. 
This spirit, though beginning to 
recover, is still weak and -insignifi- 
cant. Until its full.recovery the 
nation is only founded on sand. 

In order to accelerate the 
development of this all: important 
spirit and the building of national 
strength, we have to learn from 
those countries which have gone 
through the process, : 

.Not Revenge Nor Conquest

SCIENTIFIC HOUSEKEEPING 
New Gadgets at Paris 
Exhibition _ 

[By A Woman Correspondent] 
«’ Concerning the Paris House- 
keeping Exhibition at the Grand 
Palais, there are at: least two 
points of view. One is “that true 
labour-saving consists in a_ dip 
in the river instead of hot water 
and hot baths, and a cave instead 
of a’house. The. other is extreme 
complexity of existence, eked out 
by -devices which add to. the 
complexity; but make it run rather 
more smoothly. = 

That the second point of view 
triumphs. every time may be seen 
from the thougand-and-one_ in- 
genious inventions at: the Grand 
Palais in the service ‘of house- 
keeping, and also from the fact 
that the exhibition, from being 
housed more or less precariously 
in wooden huts, has now been 
canonised into the dignity of the 
central show-place in Paris. 

Curl to Life 

There is, of course, very much to 
be said for invention of any kind. 
It blesseth him that gives and 
him that takes. It is amusing. 
It is the little device which gives 
a curl to life, :

‘But the city is full of men,’ they 
said to him. ‘No,’ he replied. ‘These 
are not men!
